COST OF RADIO SETS 
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The background of war, or the threat of 
war, resulting in an armament contest be- 
tween several countries, had caused an in- 
crease in the cost of manufacture, and conse- 
uently in the cost to the purchaser, of 
hilco radio sets. The increase in England 
had been at the average rate of one guinea 
per set, but this — had temporarily 
escaped the rise in price because of measures 
taken to secure adequate stocks in anticipa- 
tion of rising costs. 

This was stated at the fifth annual meeting 
of Philco dealers in the Irish Free State, a 
large number of whom attended a lunch at 
the Metropole Restaurant yesterday. 

Mr. R, Gambier-Parry, the general manager 
of Messrs. Philco in England, who made 
these references to the effect of armament 
production on radio prices, added that the 
price in this country imevitably would rise, 
too, and assured the dealers that they now 
would be taking in stocks on a rising market. 

Mr. Parry stated that in Great Britain 
there had been an increase in Philco bales to 
the extent of 103 per cent., while in the 
Free State the increase had been at the rate 
of 115 per cent. The Irish Free State figures 
represented a better job of distribution than 
that of any other organisation under Philco 
Radio Corporation. fa addition to being the 
leader in sales, the Free State had won the 
Philco Car Radio Cup for having sold more 
car radios than any other area. Philco sales 
in the Free State had exceeded those of any 
other manufacturer during the past year by 
1,000 sets. That record, he added, was a 
credit not only to the dealers, but to Messrs. 
Huet Brothers, Dublin, distributing agents in 
the Free State. 

He attributed the Philco success in the 
Free State to their determined system of dis- 
tributing their merchandise throuzh a legiti- 
mate exclusive wholesaler who had no ~con- 
cern with any other radio. It meant that 
they are able to control distribution in a way 
which prevented Philco from being sold by 
anybody and everybody, and that eventually 
they would be able to abolish promiscuous 
trading and the giving of wholesale discount. 

Mr. Parry added that the Corporation were 
— an advertising campaign in the Free 

tate which would involve an expenditure of 
three times the amount normally allocated for 
that purpose. 

Mr. Walter Huet (Messrs. Huet Bros.), 
who presided, introduced visiting Philco 
officials, and, describing the firm’s range of 
models, many of .them new and more up-to- 
date, said the tendency in radio was an in- 
crease in price, but in the Free State they 
had been able to keep prices at a normal 
level -—, to having seddied stocks well in 
advance.- That level would be maintained for 
some time, but eventually they would undergo 
an increase. 

Other speakers included Mr. C. F. Johnson, 
merchandising manager; Mr. J. G. Noble, 
coverage and distribution manager, and Mr. 
Kirby and Mr. Gregg, area managers. 

An exhibition of models created keen in- 
terest, and Mr. Gambier-Parry displayed the 
firm’s new product—the Philco “phone, 
which, he said, should have a large market in 
this country.

BRIGADE 
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Recently Madame Andrée O'Scanlan, Paris, 
presented a series of interesting objects, 
illustrating the Irish participation in the 
Franco-Prussian War of 1870, to the Historical 
Collection in the National Museum.
